WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—A clean is- 
sue has been made between the War 
Department and the National Guard 
Association of the United States on 
the point of organization of the mili- 
tary forces of the country. By deci- 
sion of Secretary Garrison, Maj.-Gen. 
‘Wood, as chief of staff of the -army, 
has issued a circular—No. 13—an- 
nouncing the decision of Judge-Advo- 
cate-General Crowder that the militia 
must conform in organization to the 
standards of the regular army, else 
they will be deprived of all Federal 
financial support. This decision is of 
the greatest importance to the 
müitia as well as to the gov- 
ernment, military men say, de- 
cause few, if any, of the State 
National Guard organizations are now 
able to meet the requirements, and 
if the government is to be able to 
make use of the militia in an emer- 
gency, there must be a sweeping 
change in the State organizations or 
a radical modification of the existing 
militia. law. When the Dick militia 
act beeame effective in 1908, a period 
of five years was allowed within which 
the militia of the States were to re- 
organize ta conform to army Stand- 
ards.. The State militia were to be 
organized into brigades and divisions. 
The brigade was to be commanded 
by a brigadier-general and the divi- 
sion by a major-general, and when 
the War Department last August is- 
sued circular No. 8 requiring the 
militia ofganizations to conform to the 
above requirement, it developed the 
fact that there was a great surplusage 
of high-ranking officera in the militia 
and that major-generals were com- 
manding mere brigades, and briga- 
dier-generals, simple regiments. 

Enforcement of the circular would 
require many of these officers to lose 
their high rank unless they were able 
to recruit the rank and file sufficient- 
ly to fill up the gaps in the organiza- 
tions. The National Guard Associa- 
tion has flatly refused to comply with 
this requirement on the ground that 
there is not Sufficient authority in law 
for defining the organization of the bri- 
gades and the divisions and that in- 
asmuch as it has been physically im- 
possible to secure these organizations 
in. the United States Army and as like 
conditions in many States make it also 
physically impossible for the States to 
comply with the provisions of the cir- 
cufar, the Secretary of War was re- 
quested to revoke the circular. 
Judge-Advocate-General Crowder, 
ruling on the legal point raised by the 
association, felly sustains the right of 
the War Department to issue the cir- 
cular and points out that the Secre- 
tary of War himself had no longer au- 
thority to suspend the application of 
this requirement. Secretary Garri- 
son has adopted this view in publish- 
ing the opinion. The decision con- 
cludes that the State authorities would 
be warranted in mustering out either 
„ Mmajor-general or a brigadier-gener- 
al and their staffs if they weer with- 
out the necessary nurtber of men to 
compose a division or a brigade.

ORKINGS OF THE TARIFF. 

The number of cattle imported into 
the United States in October, 1913, was 
120,639, as against 27,696 m October, 1912. 
Of sheep the number was 26,035, as against 
$466 in October, 1912. Of fresh beef the 
imports during October, 1913, were 5,677,461 
pounds, against 637,095 pounds in the three 
months of October, Novembe?t and Decem- 
ber, 1912. Of corn, which under the new 
tariff enters free, importations in October, 
1913, were 473,259 bushels, against 226,471 
in October, 1912. 

The total importations of wheat in Oc- 
tober, 1913, were 233,217 bushels, against 
52,2123 bushels in October, 1912, and of 
potatoes, 472,052 bushels against 9881 

Of the 233,217 bushels of wheat, 231,463 
bushels were from Canada. Of the 472,063 
bushels of potatoes, 388,593 were from Can- 
ada. The 6,677,461 pounds of beef were 
mainly from the Argentine and from Aus 
tralia.

As a result of the ingenious com- 
bination of midsummer-temperature 
golf balls and frozen greens, the play- 
ers were able to gain from 100 to 300 
feet on every drive. The combination 
in one instance resulted in a drive by 
O. E. Smith nearly equalling the 
world’s longest.

_ to take it from its present resting 
place at the observatory shop# here 
in the city ta the summit of the peak, 
a distance of nine miles. 8 

The Mt. Wi auto-stage yester- 
Gay made its passenger-carrying 
trip up the mountain previous to a 
widening of the road, work on which 
will be begun this morning. Four 
feet is to be added to the road from 
top to bottom, making it twelve feet 
wide. This is to be done by the ob- 

gervatory in order that the lens may 
be got up the mountain and the cost 
of the work has been estimated at 
$10,000. The observatory will ex- 
pend this much on the road alone 
for. the ond purpose of affording 
transportation for the lens. The work 
will be commenced at the three-quar- 
tér-way house on the road and from 
there to the top the rock will be biast- 
ed away and the read made by hand. 
From the three-quarter-way house to 
the foot ofthe trail the rock and 
dirt will be scooped out with a steam- 
Shovel. The work is to be completed 
within the nest three months. 
While it wat nee ry to construct 
Special abigmobile with a motor 
for each wheel to take the sixty-inch 
lens now in us on the ‘mountain up 
@everal years ago, much more elab- 
orate preparations will have to be 
made to convey the larger one to the 
place it to occupy. A eonsider- 
ably - r autestruck of the same 
type will be bullt, and, in addition to 
this, another auto-iruck that is to 
be hing less than a traveling elec- 
tric power plant. This will make the 
— * in front of the one on which

ply @ectric power for both. 

While full plans for: these cars have 
mot yet been made the cost of con- 
structing them will be great and the 
observatory has already expended a 
large sum on the road as it stands.

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DEATH TWO VETERANS. 


AWTELLE, Jan. 5.—Though a ver- 
8 dict of accidental death was 
reached by a Coroner's jury this 
afternoon in the case of David A. 
Yarilott, an aged member of the Sol- 
diers’ Home, whose body was found 
in the ruins of his home at Ninth 
and Rochester streets, this morning, 
the Home authorities will make an in- 
vestigation of both the death of Yar- 
lott and the demise of Charles Wheel- 
er, who was burned to death under 
similar circumstances five days ago, 
Marshal Young also is looking into 
the peculiar coincidence of two vet- 
erans burning in their homes within 
a week.
